Elliott  Antokoletz,  one  of  the  world's 
leading  scholars  on  Bartok.  Currently 
professor  of  musicology  at  The 
University  of  Texas  at  Austin,  Mr. 
Antokoletz  has  written  many  articles 
and  three  books,  The  Music  of  Beta 
Bartok:  A  Study  of  Tonality  and 
Progression  in  Twentieth-Century  Music 
(1984),  Be'la  Bartok:  A  Guide  to  Research 
(1988),  and  Twentieth  Century  Music 
(1992).  Another  book,  George  Perle:  A 
Bio-Bibliography ,  is  in  press,  and  he  is 
currently  writing  a  new  book  on 
musical  symbolism  in  the  operas  of 
Debussy,  Bartok,  and  Dukas.  He  is 
editor  of  the  International  Journal  of 
Musicology  and  recipient  of  the  Bela 
Bartok  Memorial  Plaque  and  Diploma 
from  the  Hungarian  Government.  Mr. 
Antokoletz  studied  violin  at  the 
luilliard  School  of  Music  (with  Ivan 
Galamian  and  Dorothy  Delay)  and 
musicology  at  the  City  University  of 
New  York,  where  he  received  his  PhD 
in  1975.  From  1973  to  1976,  he  taught 
theory  and  chamber  music  at  Queens 
College,  where  he  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Faculty  String  Quartet. 
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One  of  the  world's  premiere 
interpreters  of  Bartok's  music,  pianist 
Imre  Rohmann  was  born  in  1953  in 
Budapest,  Hungary.  After  piano 
studies  with  Professor  Kornel 
Zempleni  at  the  Liszt  Academy  in 
Budapest  from  1971-77,  he  embarked 
upon  an  international  career  that  has 
included  performances  throughout 
Europe,  Japan,  and  the  United  States. 
His  recordings  of  works  by  Bach, 
Liszt,  Scarlatti,  Schubert,  and 
Schumann  for  Hungaroton,  Denon, 
and  Japan  EMI,  as  well  as  his 
transcriptions  of  works  for  piano  solo 
and  piano  duo  by  Bach,  Stravinsky, 
Richard  Strauss,  and  Johann  Strauss 
(available  through  Simonffy  in 
Budapest)  attest  to  a  wide  musical 
culture  that  make  him  much  in 
demand  as  pianist,  lecturer,  and 
teacher.  Since  1990,  Mr.  Rohmann  has 
been  on  the  piano  faculty  of  the 
Mozarteum  in  Salzburg,  Austria.  He 
has  also  taught  at  the  Hochschule  der 
Kiinste  in  Berlin,  the  International 
Mozart  Academy  in  Prague  and 
Krakow,  and  the  Liszt  Academy  in 
Budapest.  He  is  a  regular  presenter  at 
the  annual  International  Bartok 
Seminar  and  Festival.
